It is evident, therefore, that had the concerns which 
heretofore monopolized the fish business made any effort 
whatever to cultivate the home market, an instant response 
would have rewarded their activities. The high price at 
which fish ordinarily were sold reacted’ unfavorably on 
consumption. When the food value of the fish procurable 
off our coast is considered and the proximity of Los An- 

Gig geles to the sea is taken into account, it would seem that 
„„ the business long ago should have taken on large propor- 
5 tions. Not content to handle in quantity at a small profit, 
fish dealers fixed prices on their wares that were not jus 
tified. In consequence sea food that should have been sup- 
plied at prices placing it within the reach even of the very 
poor, was quoted at figures that in many cases were pro- 
hibitive. 

„The fish dealers have but themselves to blame for 
the entrance of the city upon this form of municipal ac- 
tivity. Certainly if it is within the proper powers of gov- 
ernment to police the streets, to guard against fire, pro- 
tect the public health, care for sewage and discharge other 
like functions, it is within its power to minister to the most 
supreme of all necessities.
